Involvement 


Leaders of the twenty-five districts 
of the Chicago Council participated ina 
six hour conference on Saturday, Nov- 
ember 11 in the LaSalle Hotel. In a 
move to strengthen Scouting at the Dis- 
trict level, the conference was dedicated 
to a study of the involvement of addi- 
tional manpower for the operating com- 
mittees of the districts.

The purpose in beefing-up the services 
of the districts, according to Reid and 
Barber, is to provide greater helps to 
the institutions and units we serve 
through the districts. It is hoped that 
every unit leader will feel the effect of 
this conference. 


The Roundtables are designed to pre- 
sent program ideas associated with 
monthly themes to give Units the oppor- 
tunity to use them in their own Unit 
activit In addition, important news 
of District activities and administrative 
helps are provided at the Roundtable 
meetings. 


Individual sessions are provided for 
Cubbing, Scouting and Exploring. Lead- 
ers, committeemen and Den Mothers are 
urged to attend these Roundtables to 
gain program enriching plans and ex- 
change ideas with other Scouters in the 
District. Your District Calendar lists the 
Roundtable dates. 


Training opportunities are also avail- 
able in the District in the basic and ad- 
ditional series for Cubbing, Scouting 
and Exploring with each session being 
devoted to a specific phase of Unit oper- 
ation. If you are a new adult in Scout- 
ing you are encouraged to take this 
training to prepare for better Scouting 
in your Unit. 


Camp Improvements
